We hnvc 
laken «mit trouble to a^Lcriain publie 
npinion h|miii the mienlion. And all per- 
fioii^ concerned, flare lhf> watermen, r of 
whom mnny, however, do nut demand 
iLltviya Iheit )c|rul farf. knowing that their 
inter**! lien the other way,) spem to 
. that Ihc 'li niil ■ in ,.1 upon paa- 
aentrtrFi lo vesw-'la in different porta of the 
ntitcr* of 1'orl Jackson, and to certain 
{Kiiut* upon it- ahoret. are ncesiure and 
unriCcCHttary, utid, in -tome sort, an impo- 
sition. 

The introduction of the small nteamcrs 
plying Itctween Sydney and the opposite 
nhorcti of Balmcim and St. I^onnrd 1 *, ia, 
no doubt, a enntiiderabte acenmrntidittioii: 
and if the proprietors would nee that 
there was Lead delay and greater 
tleaire lo accommodate their cu»- 
tomerft on l.hu part of the pcrsorif, 
in charge, the profit would be great 
to the owner* of these venaeln. Thin 
might be ermily and efl'ectunlly cured by 
an oppoaitinn, and it would, aa 
we hear from various quarter*, 
bo a desirable undertaking, if a 
tpiick passage ateamcr, wilh civil and 
luher maniifferFt. were lo |i(t from some 
point ncaror Kydney, than ilie evireme 
north poinl ol the Circular Wharf, whence 
there it a long walk into Ihe heart of the 
city, and nt which the passenger, aw 
htnded upon ibe rock-t jutit as they can 
■cramble uthore. Thi* we are told ia not 
the only inconvenience. for, though 
engaging in play backward-, and for. 
wards, the*e steamers are somotimc* 
luken off their licrths. and sent to carry 
ptc-nic parties, antl (o tow vessels thiwn 
flic harbour, to the muoifeat iueorive- 
nience of the regular pmisen-rers. Again, 
in-itcul of crrrainn ond rc.crosiing m 
(piickly as posnible, ihcy are sometimes 
kept even half aa hour at one side or the 
oth-;r, !o the manife-n inconvenience of the 
public. If it doe« nut suit the ow nets to tie 
civil and considerate, of course their 
bist punishment would be the 
irtlro liictton of a new line of steamers, 
11111I the public would ahow, that ihere 
would be encoiiraFiument. 

The boatmen in general, appear to be 
011 the whole: civil and attentive; but 
then- tire drunkards arrtifijcut lliein, and 
those ought to he grit rid of. Men 
triKert. as the watermen must be, with 
li e and property, ought 10 be sober and 
slFjmly men ; who may be relied on. and 
win can be found when they are wanted, 
witJlO'j! requiring piixtaogcrs lo hunt 
iliem out of the tup.rorjm* of the publie- 
h iLiscs, aa we arc told is Ihe ca.-^f, ttomc- 
tirncs. at nip;til, 

There is, bo far a* we can lind from 
direct and uatensive eriquiry, no com- 
plaint at present of the rates paid be- 
tween Windmill-Jtrect and Hilly liluc'a 
Poinl.

And it would be no 
lu.-s. we repeat, if the right of this 
bArbour na-menger-lraffic were in the 
hands of half the number of people who 
now crowd the wharfs by day, and after 
dark makr Ihcmselvcs acarco. A I any 
rate.theouthoriiieiwhoureiesponiiblefor 
this advancement of public benefit, ought 
to do something 10 equalize the charges, 
and to prevent insolence and incon- 
venience, whether in the steamer* or in 
open boat*. Knowing lhat many of ihe 
accident* (hit have arisen, in which lire* 
hive been lost, hare been owing to Ihe 
Lnjudidioas and ignorant nvKtiagamenI of 
porsons who never ought to be entrusted 
with, the rare of a boat, we are the more 
induced to bvy these viewi before the 
public, that the subject mav be taken up 
and acted upon by those who ire compe. 
tent to the task we would impose upon 
them.
